Public Service Helps 5-0 Ride 
By Charles Good, KM4AMT 


O n Saturday, August 23, local amateur radio 
operators from RARS and other North Carolina 
clubs worked together to provide communications 
support at the 5 annual Five-O Memorial Bicycle 
Ride. This event was sponsored by Trek 
Bicycles of Raleigh to benefit the 
Raleigh Police Memorial Foundation. 

The event consisted of two rides or 
routes: a 50 kilometer (32 mile) ride and 
a 100K (64 mile) ride. Approximately 
470 people participated in the rides 
(essentially split evenly between the 
two). 

Our Public Service Director, John 
Snellen, AI4RT, rolled up his sleeves 
and worked with others to divide the 
course into three patrol sectors and 
assigned two of the six Support And 
Gear (SAG) mobile units to each sector. 
The course also had three rest stops 
equal distance apart with the third rest stop at the far 
end of the 100K route (32 miles away from the 
starting point). All of our SAGs were in cars, but one 
volunteer was also a participant in the event, ona 
bicycle with an HT. 


Net Control 

Net control was setup at the starting point of the rides 
(at the Trek Bicycle store). “The Net Control Operator 
coordinates the movements of the mobile SAGs to 
locations for rider pickups and determines where the 
rider will be dropped off. 

We also ensure radio traffic is passed and received 
(especially when units cannot understand each other), 
maintain a log of the traffic, and notify-emergency 
services if needed.” 

“We logged several mechanical problems requiring 
a bike mechanic, one minor crash (a bike had a tire 
blow out and the rider went off the road, but was OK), 
a couple of heat related cramps, etc. 

The 100K ride began at 8 a.m. and around noon 
time, we started getting reports of riders who had 
made it to the halfway point (~32 miles away) and 
were worn out (needed a ride back to the starting 
point). 

We also had several reports about riders from 
another event, using some of the same routes as the 
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John Snellen, AI4RT 


Five-0 event, and riders were becoming confused 
about which routes to take. We notified the event 
organizers, who then went out to those spots to help 
direct Five-0 riders and improve the road markers.” 


About the Base Station 
John’s net control base station-consists of the 
following: 


*Kenwood TM-V71A transceiver (dual 
band: 144/430 Mhz; max output: 50- 
watts) 

*Mobile hand microphone (Also a Heil 
Traveler Headset with boom 
microphone for use when needed) 

*An externally mounted loudspeaker 
*Diamond SX40C Wattmeter/SWR 
Bridge 

*AnA.C- to-D.C. power supply. 

All this is mounted on two shelves in a 
Gator box (see photo below). There is 
also a 12 volt, 35 amp hour gel cell 
battery external to the Gator box. John 
uses a modified theatrical light stand as 
his mast (extends 10 feet vertically), 
which has a Diamond x300a dual band (2m/70c) 
vertical antenna mounted atop it. The connection was 
made using a small deploy/retrieve cable reel 
containing 50 feet of RG8x coax cable. 

“By special permission of the repeater owners, we 
operated on two repeaters. Our primary repeater was 
441.725 MHz (+)(100). Our alternate or secondary 
repeater was 444.925 MHz. 

We discovered that the primary worked better for 
SAGs operating in sectors 1 and 2. For SAGs 
operating in the northern most sector 3, the
